Notes from the Sales 


Gold pencils advertising nothing but 
“Mr, Jive” were passed out during the 
Keeneland yearling auctions by John L. 
\ppelbaum. of Toronto, who was having a 
good time with his first venture in racing. 
jtthe 1955 fall sales 5 yearlings selected 
by Dexter Finney were bought by Verne 
\fartin Jr. and turned over to Appelbaum 
x his first racing stable. One of the 
wlts was the good stakes winner Mister 
Jive, by Mr. Music. Having whetted his 
appetite with this success, Appelbaum him- 
lf attended the 1956 sessions and 
bought 3 colts. He got a son of Guillotine 
_Rich Cream for $4,300, a son of *Big 
Dipper II—Tunie for $5,700, and a Mr. 
Music—Veilstar colt for $3,000. 


One of the buyers of broodmares was 
young Catesby Woodford Clay, of Runny- 
mede Farm, Paris, Ky., grandson of Col. 
E. F. Clay. who established Runnymede 
gs a Thoroughbred nursery in 1867 and 
made it famous, and namesake of Catesby 
Woodford, Colonel Clay’s brother-in-law. 
partner, and neighbor, owner of Race- 
land Stud. Among the many outstanding 
horses bred at Runnymede before the 
stock was dispersed in 1912 were Miss 
Woodford, Wanda, Sallie McClelland, 
Hanover, Ben Brush, Sir Dixon, Raceland. 
Blues, Blue Girl, Running Water, Agile, 
and Roamer. Thoroughbred breeding was 
reinstated at the farm, for a brief period 
beginning in 1935, by the late Sen. John- 


son N. Camden. after his marriage to Mrs. 
Brutus Clay. Catesby’s mother. In recent 
years part of the acreage has been leased 
for pasturing Thoroughbreds: Count Turf 
was the third Kentucky Derby winner 
raised there.

Nicolas de Las Casas, of Venezuela, who 
has had success with previous purchases 
in the U. S., bought L. L. Haggin II’s 
young Revoked mare Mandy, in foal to 
Stone Age. By private treaty he obtained 
from Murlogg Farm, Evansville, Ind., the 
Count Fleet mare Sea Princess, in foal 
to Fighting Step. De Las Casas has the 
King Cole stallion Kings Hope at his 
Haras Cocotio, and is the breeder of the 
unbeaten filly Reina Si (out of Shewanna, 
by *Sherab), whose successes have made 
Kings Hope the leading sire of 2-year-old 
winners in Venezuela this year, though she 
is the only living foal from her sire’s first 


crop.

One Up on Teacher 


Battimore. Gough W. Thompson had 
reason for cloud-walking when his home- 
bred Inswept defeated Calumet Farm’s 
ll-to-5 Simon Kenton and 4 other non- 
stakes winners in Laurel’s Spalding Lowe 
Jenkins Stakes on November 3. The 
owner of 82-acre Roslyn Farm, in Pikes- 
ville, Md., clesely patterns his farm opera- 
tion after that of Calumet; his grin in the 
winner’s circle was that of a schoolboy 
who had just put one over on the teacher. 

The Marylander, whose axiom is “follow 
Calumet.” had just seen his colt trim a 
well regarded Calumet colt by about 20 
lengths. He was quick to disclaim the 
hope of doing anything of the sort very 
often. 

A portly, middle-aged retired banker, 
Thompson has been interested in horses 
all his life. Thirty-five years ago he 
rode Mrs. Redmond C. Stewart’s Mazarin 
to victory in the Maryland Hunt Cup, 
and he was man enough to ride in 8 re- 
newals of that old and grueling timber 
race, 

In the 1920’s, before banking duties 
required his full time, Thompson cam- 
paigned steeplechasers and made a small 
business of buying 4-year-olds off the 
track and converting them to hunters, for 
which he found a ready market among 
the gentry of Baltimore, Harford, and 
Howard counties. 

Seven years ago Thompson decided to 
assemble a small stud, and he sought the 
advice of the late William Woodward Sr., 
a distant relative. The long-time chair- 
man of The Jockey Club advised him to 
begin by purchasing well bred yearling 
fillies, 

His first port of call was Calumet Farm, 
where he engaged manager Paul Ebel- 
hardt as his adviser. Calumet put him in 
business with the Whirlaway filly Whirl- 
ing Lark, from the fine producer Blue 
Delight, from which have sprung the ac- 
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complished Princess Turia, Real Delight, 
Bubbley. All Blue, and Turk’s Delight. 

Unplaced in her only start at 2, Whirl- 
ing Lark was bred to Faultless the next 
year. Her first foal was Go Lightly, win- 
ner of the 1955 Gotham Stakes. To the 
cover of Sun Again she produced Morning 
After, which placed in stakes this year 
at 3. Her weanling filly by Citation, 
named Palm Leaves, is said by her owner 
to be “a corker.” 

Thompson has 2 other mares which are 
boarded at Miss Mildred Woolwine’s 
White Oaks Farm. They are *Sir Galla- 
had III’s daughter Thine, dam of Mr. 
Turf, and the 3-year-old Coalmine, by 
Coaltown. Thine is in foal to *Djeddah, 
Coalmine to Some Chance. 

After being weaned in Kentucky. the 
Roslyn foals are returned to Maryland to 
await breaking in July. 

Sweep In, dam of the Spalding Lowe 
Jenkins winner, was sold to Dr. F. A. 
O’Keefe’s Pine Brook Farm for $4,500 at 
the 1955 Keeneland fall sales. Her year- 
ling colt by Ponder will join the Roslyn 
racing string next year. 


Bond on Inswept 


J. Bowes Bond, who, like Thompson. 
cut his teeth on jumpers, trains the 4 
Roslyn Farm horses, as well as those for 
4 or 5 other patrons. For the past half- 
dozen years Bond has been knocking out 
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Jerry Vitous, 


45 to 60 wins a season, a good record for 
a trainer who limits his activities to the 
Maryland-Delaware-New Jersey circuit. 
Bowes. his younger brother Bernie, and 
Downey Bonsal annually stage a good- 
natured rivalry for the Maryland training 
championship. 

Bond rates Mrs. Samuel M. Pistorio’s 
tough sprinters Brazen Brat and Tuscany 
the best filly and colt he’s handled in 20 
years on the track. 

Bond says Inswept has acted like a dif- 
ferent colt since coming to Laurel, where 
he’s won 2 races. The Faultless colt’s 
best races have been in the mud, and 
Laurel has had plenty of that, having 
had rain for 11 straight days. In 10 starts 
he’s picked up 6 checks, including 3 for 
wins, and his trainer thinks he could 
have bettered this record had he not been 
too busy growing. An easy colt to train, 
he has only one bad habit. an inclination 
to pull himself up once he gets in front. 
The Pimlico Futurity on November 24 
is his next engagement. 


Jones on Barbizon 


While the horses were paddocked for 
the Spalding Lowe Jenkins, trainer 
Jimmy Jones was kept busy accepting 
congratulations for Barbizon’s big race 
the week before. Speaking of a subject 
obviously close to his heart, he intimated 
the son of Polynesian would race no more 
this year. 

“We put it at him pretty fast — 6 races 
in 42 days—and I’m a little concerned 
about his ankles. They are okay, you 
understand, but with all he has before 
him next year it would be foolish to 
push him now. 

“When Barbizon came up from the 
farm last summer I thought he would be 
a helluva Futurity prospect—a son of 
Polynesian, you know— but his ankles 
were big, and he wasn’t even breezing. 

“Actually, when we moved East for a 
fall campaign I had the Pimlico Futurity 
in mind for him, but after he won his 
first 2 races in New York while just play- 
ing along, I began to juggle a little bit. 
He’s really a high-quality colt, surprising 
me by coming up so fast—in a month. 

“T still want to win the Pimlico Futur- 
ity, but I’m hoping this horse (motioning 
to Simon Kenton) will come around to

The Internationalists 


Two horses were withdrawn and 3 were 
added this week to the field for the Wash 
ington, D. C., International. At last count 
the International, which on November 12 
will have its fifth running at Laurel Race 
Course, had 10 starters, representing 7 
countries. 

The United States probably will have 3 
representatives. Invitations had been 
accepted by the owners of Dedicate, Career 
Boy, and Bardstown, but last week Career 
Boy and Bardstown were withdrawn. This 
week invitations were accepted by C. V., 
Whitney for Fisherman, which won the 
1954 International, and by Mrs. M. E. 
Lunn for Mister Gus. 

H. A. (Jimmy) Jones, who trains Bards- 
town for Mrs. Gene Markey’s Calumet 
Farm, said his horse was being withdrawn 
because of a cut on the inside of the 
mouth, and because of the possibility that 
Laurel’s grass course would be soft for 
the International. Jones said Bardstown 
never had been tried over grass, and he 
did not want to give him his first turf 
competition on a soft track. 

C. V. Whitney’s Career Boy was taken 
out on November 2 by trainer Sylvester 
Veitch. “His left front ankle filled follow- 
ing a work yesterday morning,” Veitch 
said, “and while he isn’t in bad shape, 
he has so much racing ahead of him that 
we can’t afford to take a chance of further 
injury to the leg.” 

Fisherman, also handled by Veitch, is 
training satisfactorily, and probably will 
start. A 5-year-old horse by Phalanx— 
Crawfish, by Halcyon, Fisherman has been 
a stakes winner each of the last 4 years, 
and he has earned $431,050. This year 
he has won the John R. Macomber Me- 
morial Handicap, finished second in the 
Camden and Stymie Handicaps, and third 
in the John B. Campbell Memorial, Ex- 
celsior, and Grey Lag Handicaps. In his 
last start he was fourth to Traffic Judge 
in the Laurel Turf Cup on October 27. 

Mister Gus, a 5-year-old horse by

Thunder!, Ireland’s Vaquero, and Swed- 
en’s Chanteclair. 

By Thunder! was the only foreign horse 
added during the week. A_ 5-year-old 
horse owned by Jack Gerber, of England, 
he is by Nearco—Vertencia, by Deiri, By 
Thunder! was a top performer in Eng- 
land at 3 and 4, but has not been promin- 
ent among older horses this year. 

At 2 By Thunder! won one of 3 starts. 
The next year he won 3 of 5 starts, in- 
cluding the Ebor Handicap and_ the 
Lowther Stakes, and was third in the 
Chester Vase and fourth in the St. Leger. 
He was given 121 pounds in the Free 
Handicap. The only horses above him

Taylor, after an inspection, 
decided she didn’t look worth the money— 
so Hanger bought the filly from Luro, and 
in the bargain got this year’s winner 
of the $60,800 Championship.

The problem of ranking the leading 2-year-old 
fillies was complicated by the result of the 
Frizette Stakes, New York’s most important race 
for that division. The consistent Romanita, dis- 
qualified after winning the Gardenia Stakes at 
Garden State Park on October 20, went to the 
post as a 2-to-1 favorite for the race over a sloppy 
track and in a hard rain. She gained the lead at 
the top of the stretch, but was outrun in the final 
yards and finished third to a longshot which had 
shown promise of being a good stretch-runner and 
this time proved it—with emphasis. 

Je’s Charm went to the front in the third 
quarter, after following close on the early pace of 
Farullah and Pillow Fight. Willie Hartack chal- 
lenged with Romanita on the turn, and the favorite 
had the lead by the time she straightened away 
in the stretch. At the eighth-pole Romanita was 
2 lengths in front of Jet’s Charm, which was 4 
lengths ahead of Planchette and Light n’ Lovely. 
Jet’s Charm was finished, but in the last sixteenth 
the favorite slowed down suddenly and was passed 
first by Light n’ Lovely, then by Capelet, which 
went on to win by 2 lengths. The winner had made 
up nearly 15 lengths in the last half-mile, and 
about 8 lengths in the last furlong. 

Capelet began racing at Jamaica in April, got 
her first victory on July 16. In overnight sprints 
she had indicated a preference for longer distances, 
and in her last 2 starts before the Frizette she had 
lost by a head and a nose. The mutuel pay-off for 
her first stakes victory was $31.80. 

The Frizette victory of Capelet was gained at the 
track where her dam had been claimed from the 
Greentree Stable by Reginald N. Webster on July 
1], 1949, for $5,000. Quick Touch’s only win in her 
first 2 seasons of racing was in a maiden race at 
2, but as a 4-year-old she was a substantial winner.
